W. B. Ross Addresses Weekly 
Lecture Of Physics 
^ Colloquium - 

The theory of the wind Instruments 
of a modem orchestra formed the sub- 
ject of a lecture by Mr. W. B, Ross at 
the Physics Colloquium held : in the 
Physics- Building yesterday at 5 p.m.
